State and in the national capital. 

La Follette’s insurgency reached 
a climax in 1924. 
in Senate and House, defying Re- 
leadership. had demon- 
strated they held the balance of 
power, The report was prevalent 
that although he had been desper- 
ately ill he would seek the yresi- 
dency as an independent or as the 
head of'a new party, but the Sen- 
ator himself steadfastly declined 
to disclose his intentions.

Kinloch Park has nearly 2000 
inhabitants, according to Dr. Stew- 
art, and the county authorities. a 
number of men employed as jani- 
tors and yardmen in St. Louis, Uni- 
versity City and Wellston, and 
women vemployed as cooks ane 
aids in the city and subur- 
ban places, live there. 

Guard of 10. Deputies. 

deputy sheriffs were sent 
Clayton this afternoon to 
guard the approaches to the set- 
tlement, and no one will be per- 
mitted to enter. Nor will any of 
the inhabitants be permitted to 
leave without a bill of health, and

| Dangers of the ‘streets and the 
| dangers of advance Fourth of July

fi circular of warning to children and 
their parents which was issue@ to- 
| day by Coroner Vitt. The first part

Do not run across the street. 
During the months of January, 
February, March, April and May 
nine children lost their lives a8 a 
result of automobile accidents. 

In the first half of June, which 
is the first vacation month, four 
children have lost their lives. 

This proves conclusively that 
the streets are no longer places 
for chikiren to play. 

Parents must insist that play- 
grounds and school yards be uti- 
lized during the vacation period.

“Tetanus has ftesulted frequent- | 
iv from infected burns" hich ap- | 
parently seemed slight, an@ delay 
in administering preventive serum 
is dangerous ‘Take no chances’ is 
the best rule. While it is wise to 
apply first-aid remedies immedi- 
ately after a burn has been re- 
ceived, too many times a fatal er- 
ror is made in not receiving sup- 
piementary treatment from the 
family physician or the city dis- 
pensary. 

“Linseed oil and lime water in 
equal parts make a good applica- 
tion for burns in securing gqvwick 
relief.
